East Germany's 
Government Bars 
Trips to Baltic 


B ER LIN (UPI)-The East Ger­ 
man government today barred all 
unauthorized trips to the 
Baltic 
Sea coast in an effort to halt the 
flight of refugees with a watery 
version of the Berlin wall. 
It placed the 190-mile coasi from 
West Germany to Poland off lim­ 
its to all persons without special 
permission. 
It enforced the ban by estab­ 
lishing a three-mile security zone 
along the coast and a 500-yard 
"defensive strip” along the water­ 
front. 
The order goes into effect at 
midnight tonight. It was published 
in the official East German Legal 
Bulletin that reached West Berlin 
today.

The government, on occasion, m ust in­ 
vestigate. The government, on occasion, must 
regulate. 
This is a duty of government, in pursu­ 
ing ways and means to advance the public 
interest. But, if some officials have their way. 
Investigation and regulation and other such 
weapons will become, so to speak, a way of 
life for government, and an end in them­ 
selves. 
An officer of a leading American chain 
store com pany observes that 
some of our 
leaders "seem to be of the opinion that we 
retailers sell ha/.ardous, dangerous food prod­ 
ucts; that FTC must be a more vigorous po­ 
liceman over retail advertising and 
selling 
practices; that the government must give con­ 
sumen information to make them more com­ 


petent shoppers, that Federal intervention is 


required in consumer credit; that retailers 


and their suppliers use deliberately deceitful 


packages to cheat the public and that every­ 


thing can be solved by more and bigger gov­ 


ernm ent.” 


In other words, the idea is that retailing 
(and all other business, too) is chock-a-block 
full of crooks, that consumers are, in large 
part, just idiotic sheep, and that it’s up to 
Big Brother to call the tune. 
W ell, that would be the way to bring 
about a stultified economy, in which every 
decision of any consequence was m ade by 
some bureaucrat with a handbook—and in 
which freedom of choice and freedom of 
initiative would be meaningless phrases. 


Socialized Medicine Is W idely O pposed 


Advocates of the proposal to provide 
medical services to everyone drawing social 
security benefits—whether they need them or 
not, or w ant them or not—often say that the 
opposition comes from a relative few, who 
are m otivated hv selfish economic or political 
reasons.

floor. The general practice of 
Congress has been that only the 
House initiates "money bills." in­ 
cluding m easures for both tax 
raising and appropriations. The 
sanctity of acceptance has set­ 
tled upon this tradition. 
It does not m atter very much 
w hether the 
House 
or 
Senate 
wins the hassel. But it will m at­ 
ter much, I say, if American 
tradition should sicken and die.
